Mr. Ham- 
ilton is one of the rising young uneo of 
Illinois, and makes friends wherever he 
goes. He is about 38 years of age. He 
served his country io tbe late war, aad has 
represented the people of bis district in 
the state legislature.

shame and fill his chicken heart with 
envy. The tail is^ made of strips of cam- 
bric hung on curved wires, ©ur reporter 
did not inspect the internal mechanism of 
this wonderful campaign bird, but there 
was a man in it whose name isE.

side of the track. As he did so, a moving 
car on the sidetrack struck him on the 
right shoulder, causing almost instant 
death— tbe force, of the blow breaking bis 
neck, it is thought, and knocking tbe 
breath out of him He fell between tbe two 
tracks, and thus escaped being mangled 
by the. wheels. A crowd gathered at the 
scene and the lifeless body was borne to 
his home a few blocks away, where an 
inquest is being held this afternoon. The 
mother of the dead boy, whose dead hus- 
band, Jacob Bsrnett, is a brother of Da- 
vid Barnott, - is nearly heart-broken witb 
grief. Sb«has two other children, Win. 
Barnett, who is an employe at C. P. 
Thatcher's lumber yard, and a daughter, 
Miss Enina Bunett. 
The deceased was 


an occasional attendant at the Baptist 
and Staprt's Chapel Sabbath schools, and 
was a stout and heaitby looking boy His 
sad end will serve as a timely warnfbg to 
all other boys who have been in tbe habit 
of jumping on moving trains in tbe rail- 
road yards. 


Soon after Barnett was killed a farmer 


and hie family, seateff in alight spring 
wagon, attempted to drive snath over tbe 
Broadway croeeing of the Wabasb. His 
wagon was badly smashed by a moving 
freigbl car, which be did not observe ap- 
proaching on another track. 
He bart-ly 


escaped oeing killed 
outright 
The 


emasbed wagon is now near the crossing 
and will be sent to a shop for repairs. 
Freight business on the Wabash is very 
heavy just now, and pedestrians and per- 
sons with teams cannot be too careful 
when passing over the rcilro&d crossings. 
A flagman Is needed badly at the Broad- 
way crossing.

in November, A. D. 1331, a Coroner IVH) Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, (who may be ex-ofHcIo 
Hecordorot Deeds, except in counties having 
fKMXw and more Inhabitants, in which counties 
» Ueconler of Deeds shall be elected nt the 
general election in 1S8I.) Each of said officers 
slmll enter upon the duties of his ollico re- 
spectively, on the lirst Monday of December 
after Ma election, and they shall hold their 
respective oltlCDS for the term of fouryoars, 
and unt iljthcirsuecessors are electee) ana qual- 
Irled. Provided, tt hat no person bavinjr onco 
been elected to the ollico of Sheriff or Treas- 
urer shnll bo eligible to re-election to said of- 
lice for four years aftor the expiration of tho 
term lor which ho shall has'c been elected." 


The object of the amendment is to so 


arrange, the election of county officers 
that it will fall only in the years in which 
state officers are to be elected, thus sav- 
ing the people the expense and trouble of 
an extra election. 
If this amendment is 


adopted, we will hold elections for coun- 
ty oflicers once in two years, iuslcatl of 
every year as at present.

which an ojotcrupoloue editor published 
here this week in a paper that other- 
wise never would have been beard of 
outside the purlieus of Nassau street. 
Tbe whole scheme was simply concoct- 
ed by the whilom minstrel end-man who 
DOW enjoys the dignity of newspaper 
publisher and his 6gnrebead editor for 
the purpose of advertising their seven- 
by-nine sheet, which aspires no higher 
than sensationalism and has no special 
character for the attribute which its 
name implies. It was most conclusive- 
ly shown by yesterday's investigation 
that the letter published was an unmit- 
igated forgery, which the democratic 
ecatral committee have been unwise 
enough to accept, and which thinking 
democrats are to day soundly berating 
them for doing. There is nothing more 
needed to establish the forgery of the 
document. The dispatch which was re- 
ceived to-day by Gov. Jewell from Gen.
